This Sunday (30th November, 11:00 am) the Supporters Group would like to see as many Lakers 
members (SMSC Members & Life Members) as possible at the South Melbourne Soccer Clubs' 
Annual General Meeting. A Lakers AGM will just be the tonic to help shake off that hangover that 
most of us will have after the victory celebrations (hopefully) of the Socceroos qualifying for 
France 98. 

As the Club has stated - “There are a number of very important issues to be discussed, so it is 
paramount that every Member and Life Member is present to voice their opinion". 

On the 14th of July, 1996 an extraordinary general meeting was held at the Champions Sports 
Bar to discuss a number of matters relating to changes happening within the National Soccer 
League and the impending effects on the South Melbourne Soccer Club. 

Past South Melbourne President Mr. Leo Anezakis made some very forthright comments and 
strongly emphasized that the game (and the club) must move forward, and that no one has the 
right to halt the progress of Australian soccer. This meeting will also see a number of important 
issues discussed relating to the future direction of the club, and it is important that all Lakers fans 
take a more active interest in their club. With our country’s imminent qualification for the World 
Cup in France the game is set to boom on all sides. Radical changes are also being discussed at 
the moment regarding the structure and make up of the league next year. All clubs shall be 
required to justify their position in the league, including the Lakers. 


The last number of years have been extremely hectic for our Club. Firstly there were the tireless 
efforts made by the Club (stretching back to at least 1988) to improve the facilities (grandstand/ 
social club, floodlights) at our beloved Middle Park ground only to be hampered time and time 
again by bureaucratic red tape. Finally the Club won an “unwinnable" battle at the Administrative 
Appeals Tribunal and it was announced that the Club would build a $2 million dollar social com- 
plex . The jubilation was short-lived and the Club was told that our Middle Park ground would be 
bulldozed to make way for the Australian F1 Grand Prix. That was followed by some conjecture 
between Souths the Melbourne Major Events company and Melb, Park & Waterways over the 
funding of our new stadium at Lakeside. This was smoothed over when the Clubs Number 1 
ticket holder the Hon Jeff Kennett intervened. Meanwhile the club became nomads for a while 
moving from training venue to training venue and playing at Olympic Park, Off the park huge 
efforts were being made to resource and orchestrate the building of our new stadium at the old 
Lakeside Oval. 


The hard work and the personal sacrifice of the board and the many other volunteers which 
helped to realize the dream of many before culminated in the completion of Bob Jane Stadium, 
and the Champions Sports Bar - our social club. A great team, a fantastic social club and a 
modern stadium in picturesque surroundings - All Lakers fans should be proud of what the Club 
has achieved. 


The hard work hasn't stopped there however. This year the Lakers board together with giant 
sports marketing company Flying Start Australia are working tirelessly to enable the Club to 
progress to the next stage and ensure that the Lakers have a bright future in the Ericsson Cup. 
They must be given every opportunity to succeed. Now is the time for the Club to realize its full 
potential, whilst we are still in control of our own destiny. Lets not miss the boat. We hope to see 
you, and more importantly hear you at the AGM.

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PETER OLLERTON: OUR WORLD CUP HERO 


Born in England in 1951, he was brought up not even knowing that Australia existed, but by 1974 he was part 
of one of Australia’s greatest sides, playing in the World Cup. 


He left school at the age of 14 to become an apprentice footballer at Blackpool F.C, in the English first division, 
where he played for three years. At the age of 18 he suffered a terrible ankle injury, which consequently cost 
him his spot in the squad. Subsequently he was loaned out to non-league club, Macclesfield Town, where he 
performed well and resulted in offers irom clubs such as Tottenham and Stoke City. Unfortunately due to 
varying reasons things didn't quite work out, so when Fred Hutchinson from Ringwood approached him aftera 
game, with a contract to join the Victorian State League team, Peter thought long and hard about his future, 
before conceding that things weren’t going as expected in England and at the age of 19, he would travel to 
Australia. 


He quickly made his presence felt and it wasn’t long before he was representing Victoria. It was at a game 
against Brazilian team Santos, that he stood out and consequently was recruited by Joe Marsden to APIA for 
an Australian record fee of $8,000. He was to find some fine company in Sydney, people such as Jimmy 
Rooney and Billy Rogers. Again he quickly made his mark, playing so well that within 6 months he was added 
to the Socceroos squad, which had already qualified for the ‘74 World Cup. He scored in his Australian debut 
in Sydney against Uruguay, which allowed him to cement a place for the ‘74 World Cup squad. 


Australia performed very well, but without much luck, loosing a very even game to East Germany, where both 
goals were scored late in the game. Against eventual champions West Germany, Ollerton hit the post and 
Abonyi had the ball cleared off the line. Despite being worthy victors, the 3-0 result flattered the West Ger- 
mans, as Australia more than accounted for themselves. Against Chile, Australia had more of the play, only to 
end up with a 0-0 result. From a playing point of view Ollerton describes the experience as “The easiest type 
of soccer I've ever had to play, because they don't tackle you, they basically let you to receive the ball and turn 
with the ball. They allowed you to get into the forward third and then they pressured you. It was much easier 
than playing in a (Victorian) Premier. League game”. 


The current crop of Socceroos are set to earn approximately $60,000 if they qualify tomorrow night which is 
probably spare change to the Saudi players at the moment. Back in the seventies, despite being away from 
home weeks at a time, the Socceroos were only earning approximately $25 a day and at the World Cup they 
received a incentive of $500 per point earned. When you consider the difficulty in holding down a job due to 
travel, and the time away from family, you start to realise how difficult it would have been. Ollerton was very 
lucky, because the company he worked for understood his situation and when he was at SM he stated that “I 
would go away on World Cup duty or playing an international in New Zealand; | might be away for 2 to 3 weeks 
and there would be my 2-3 weeks wages from the club”. 


In 1975 Ollerton married and moved back to Melbourne. He was snapped up by South Melbourne Hellas for 
about $12,000, again a phenomenal fee for those times. Only an exceptional player could demand such fees, 
and Ollerton definitely was that. He was made captain in his first season at SMH. This was a great era for 
SMH, we were winning trophy after trophy, the crowds were very healthy and the players were rightfully treated 
as gods. Peter Ollerton was one of many greats in those sides, there was also Jimmy Arstrong, Jim Mckay 
and John Kennedy. The unfortunate thing is that we rarely hear anything about these people, as the media 
have brain washed us into thinking Aussie Rules players are the only sports people worthy of recognition from 
the seventies. 


\n 1977 Ollerton was part of our first National League season. In the first game in the new league, against 
Sydney Olympic in Sydney, Ollerton arrived from international duty from New Zealand on the morning of the 
game. He hadn't been with the SM squad for a few weeks and he met some of the new players, for the first 
time, just before the game. This definitely didn't hamper his performance. He scored the first ever NSL goal 
in the second minute of the game and followed it up with a second in the 20th minute. The final score was 2- 
0 and a new era in Australian soccer began. 


Ollerton was part of the 1977 campaign for the "78 World Cup. Again Australia was to come against Iran. This 
was his first venture to the Teheran Stadium situated about an hour and a half outside of the city. When 
describing the stadium Ollerton stated “The ground is not what people expect to see and nobody's really talked 
about it. The ground is built underground, it's like a dome. So when you're driving to the ground, you can't 
actually see it and | thought we were driving to the end of the world. You actuatly drive down into the stadium 
and this stadium is just absolutely enormous. When we first trained on it , you hit the ball and you could hear 
the echo. And once you've got 120,000 people in the stadium, it's like playing against 250,000 Iranians”. 
Unfortunately things didn’t quite go the same as ‘73 with Australia drawing 1-1 at Olympic Park before going 
down 2-0 in fran. 
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When comparing the ‘74 side to the present one Ollerton stated that “They're a different type of side. We had 
what | call that real British Bulldog type aggression and great spirit, we just really beat sides through spirit alone. 
And | question: has this side got that same type of spirit? They all play away from each other in different 
countries. | know what the feeling would be in the camp now, they'll be together, they'll be really tooking forward 
to the game, the spirit will be fairly high. But when the 11 take the field, whether or not there’s boys on the park 
that can grab a hold of somebody and say, ‘hey you c’mon, this is it, this is all what it's all about, you've got to 
break your bails, break your leg, break your eye open, you've got to do whatever, if the ball’s there you've got to 
go for it’, Whether they've got that, is a question mark. As far as ability, it is there, as far as 74 to 97, | don't 
know how people can compare the two. | wauld say that we were very good players, | class myself as probably 
the best centre forward ever to have played in Australia. I look at Viduka and people like that, well Viduka 
couldn't lace my boots. 


Ata time where an Aussie soccer fan's dreams seem to have come true, where we can pick up the newspaper 
and be guaranteed t6 have pages of stories on anything to do with the Socceroos, it was interesting to gain a 
gauge as to how the media was like around 1973-74. Ollerton stated “ We made the headlines for 4 or 5 days 
when we first qualified, then over a period of time it went dead again. And of course when it was coming around 
to the squad being announced for the 1974 World Cup, obviously the vibes became strong again and the press 
and journalists and TV camera crews all of a sudden started appearing at the hotel before we left to go over- 
seas. The hype is no more greater now than what it was then, but unfortunately we're talking 24 years ago now 
and has the game kicked on since then? | would have to say | don't think ithas. Because although we've got an 
excellent chance of qualifying this year, | really feel that even if they do, what is it really going to do for 
Australian soccer here? Are we going to live in the hype for 4 weeks while the World Cup is on, while Australia 
is there and then they come back and players go overseas and players go back to their own clubs and soccer 
is just soccer again?" 


Peter Ollerton is a man who commands respect for everything he achieved on the park as well as for his 
character off it. He is a man that speaks his mind and emotions. But most importantly he is a SM legend, 
deserving of greater recognition than he, and others with similar backgrounds, have had over the years. 
Hopetully if all goes well tomorrow, the media will again jump on the band wagon as they did 24 years ago. 
But lets hope the band wagon never stops, allowing the current and future Peter Ollertons to gain their much 
deserved recognition.

In 1963 South Melbourne recruited Victorian representative Tommy Anderson from George 


on 


Cross and John Anderson from Hakach. But despite these star recruits the season was 
not a successful one, with South Melbourne finishing 6" behind winners JUST. 


Success almost came in the pre-season Ampol Cup competition but South fell at the last 


hurdle being beaten 1-0 by Polonia in the final. John Margaritis was top scorer that season 
with 7 but he was way behind the league's top scorer Eddy Jankowski of Polonia who 


bagged 21.

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OUR VISITORS 


On October 29, at an extraordinary general meeting, Wollongong mem- 
bers unanimously voted to allow a consortium of local business people to 
take over the club. It is envisaged that the consortium will raise over $1 
million and provide the business knowledge to establish the Wolves, only 
the second privately owned club in Australia, as one of the A-League's 
strongest clubs. Nick Theodorakooulos must be excited at the prospect of 
having money to spend on team building; however, with limited resources 
at his disposal he has done a wonderful job in making the Wolves such a 
competitive side. 


The Wolves picked-up their first piece of silverware before the A-League 
season had even started; winning the Waratah Cup. The competition is 
open to all sides in NSW, and Wollongong defeated Marconi 3-1 in the 
semi-final and Premier League Bankstown City Lions 2-0 in the final. 


Nick Theodorakopoulos made several signings during the off season: 
George Sorras and midfielder David Huxley were signed from Premier 
League club Parramatta Eagles and Raymond Younis, winner of a relay 
gold medal at the NSW athletics championships, was brought from 
Bankstown . In addition, .Robbie Stanton was signed from Marconi making 
the Wolves, the versatile defender's fourth club. Earlier in the month, the 
club also signed the ex-Falcons, Fijian international Esala Masi who was 
on the books of Queensland State League club Rochdale Rovers. 


After their first game, against Adelaide City was postponed, the Wolves 
started their campaign against the Brisbane Strikers at Win stadium, where 
they're playing whilst Brandon Park is being resurfaced. Wollongong had 
enough possession to have won the game but lacked penetration and lost 
1-0. Similarly they struggled to convert their superiority into goals at the 
Melbourne Knights, losing to a Ransford Banini goal. A Scott Chipperfield 
goal in the 20th minute earned the Wolves their first point of the season 
against the Newcastle Breakers in their third game. Having finally broken 
their ‘duck’ the Wolves easily defeated UTS Olympic 3-0 at the Sydney 
Football Stadium. Tony Perenich opened the scoring with a header after 
only five minutes and Connelly and Spencer scored before half-time to 
effectively end the game as a contest. 


The following week, before a crowd of almost 6,000 at Win stadium, the 
Wolves thrashed Marconi 5-1 with goals by Ceccoli, Chipperfield 2, Connolly 
and Surjan. Long-time Wolves fans considered it to be one of the club's 
greatest performances. A Tony Surjan penalty gave the Wollongong a 1- 
0 lead against the Sharks in Adelaide, but the side could not register their 
third successive win, loosing 3-1. 
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PLAYERS TO WATCH 


Nick Theodorakopoulos has relied heavily on the clubs successful youth policy. 
20 year-old midfielder NOEL SPENCER, who started in the 3-0 win over Olympic, 
quit the Illawara Premier League to join the Wolves youth team before being re- 
warded with a place in the senior squad. 


The most successful youth product is undoubtedly MATT HORSLEY who despite 
being only 23, is the Wolves record-games holder having beaten the previous 
record of 160 games held by Ray Vliestra. 


Yet another youth team graduate is SCOTT CHIPPERFIELD who is one of the 
league's most tolerant young players & with tremendous pace and scoring ability. 
He scored two goals against Marconi and his pace caused Olympic many prob- 
lems and led to Ante Juric being red-carded for bringing him down. 


One player who is looking at making up for lost time is TONY PERINICH, who 
signed from NSW Super League club Rockdale and impressed in 1995/96 with 
nine goals. He scored only sparingly last season because of a knee injury that 
required two cartilage operations. His scoring ability is crucial to the Wolves chance 
of making the finals. 


One player who hasn't figured at all for Wollongong this season is SEBASTIAN 
SINOZIC, who represented Australia in the 1997 World Youth Cup in Malaysia and 
has been trialling in Denmark and Germany. He is back in Australia but may move 
to a European club during the season.
